The bulk of the nation—the peo- 
ple who paid and still are paying 
the heavy cost of all the revolutions, 
rebellions and risings — needed no 
argument to convince them. They 
indeed had seen and suffered enough 
to convert them to pacifism long 
ago, had they stood in need of con- 
version. The obstacles in the way 
of law and order were not of their 
making. 

The main difficulty which until 
quite recently seemed insuperable 
was to inoculate the leaders of the 
people with that salutary doctrine. 
And of thig even optimists despaired. 
For, whenever some semblance of a 
government emerged from the reek 
and gore of civil war, there always 
remained a nucleus of agitators who 
continued the subversive work and 
played the part of a Bickford string. 
Connecting make-believe ideals with 
bombiem and bicodshed. Ideals? 
They knew not what they are. 

The Engl revolution was main- 
ly peligious. 
was largely social. Most of the 
Mexican revoelvtiens were neither, 
and as a consequence they often de- 
generated into a séquence Of high- 
way robberies. The last change of 
regime was a notewofthy exception. 
For it waa the work of a few men 
who voiced and executed the will of 
the inarticulate people and satisfac- 
torily answered the question so often 
put by foreigners: “If the Mexicans 
disapprove their government, why 
do they not overturn it and set up 
a better one?“ This has now been 
effected by a group of well-meaning 
men whose watchword is law, jus- 
tice, progress and whose moving 
spirit is Gen. Obregon. : 


VIOLENCE TO PASS. 
Anarchy and violence are appar- 
ently now at last about to pass into 
the history of an epoch that is no 
more and are to be followed by a 
period of strenuous building up, of 


moral, intellectual and economic de- 
velopment, of friendly intercourse 
with foreign peoples whose co-oper- 
ation is openly recognized as an in- 
dispensable condition of success. For 
the governing body is at last of one 
mind with the bulk of the people 
and ig now determined to turn the 
sword into a ploughshare and the 
battlefields into pastures and corn- 
growing lands.

GIANT AIRPLANES COMING. 


Eight Air Leviathans on Way for Use 
With Pacific Fleet and on Coast.

The shipment consists of eight of 
the big torpedo planes and spare 
parts, sixteen cars being required for 
the planes and seven cars for the 
“spares.” They will be assembled 
immediately and used for operations 
with the Pacific Fleet as well as for 
coast defense purposes, being fitted 
for use either from land base or 
from an airplane carrier at sea. 
They have the regulation landing 
gear and are fitted with flotation 
gear, which are air bags used for 
landing on the ocean. 

Each plane has a total gross 
weight of 11,910 pounds, including a 
useful load of 4950 pounds. They 
are seventy-two feet from tip to tip, 
forty-five feet in length and are 
driven at a speed of 106 miles an 
hour by two Liberty motors of 400 
horse power each. A crew of three 
men-—pilot, navigator and gunner— 
is carried, together with a complete 
radio set and navigation instruments 
exactly the same as are carried on 
a destroyer. Two machine guns, 450 
pounds of bombs and a reculation 
navy 1650-pound torpedo comprise 
the armament of the plane. 

In operating with the fleet the big 
torpedo plane can take off from the 
deck of a warship or a sea sled, 
cruise 200 miles away from the fleet, 
single out its victim and swoop down 
to launch its torpedo at close range, 
ite speed of over 100 miles an hour 
making it a much more difficult tar- 
get than a destroyer, and then fiv 
back to the mother ship, 200 miles 
away. The air bags are inflated just 
before alighting on the water and 
the plane is then hoisted on board 
by means of attachments in the up- 
per wings. The wings fold, allowing 
easy storage in a small space aboard 
ship. 

As a coat defense element it is 
particularly effective, operatingg 200 
miles from shore, whereas the aver- 
age coast defense gun has a range 
of about twenty-fiVe miles and a 
projectile not nearly as effective as 
the 1650-pound torpedo launched at 
close range. Its radio set makes 
communication with the shore pos- 
sible at all times and it can be used 
effectively as a spotter for the coast 
defense guns once its torpedo is 
launched. 

One of these planes recently flew 
from Washington, D. C., to York- 
town, Va., Carrying its 1650-pound 
torpedo and four men, covering a 
distance of 125 miles in sixty-four

Oaxaca to Salina Cruz, it was to the 
rebel Gen. Mexuetra that I had to 
apply for a safe condjct outside his 
own district, For 1 was warned 
that there was a bandit zone be- 
tween his troops and those of the 
Federal government, through which 
I must pass and where the highway- 
men not only took the property of 
the travelers, but completed the 
work by . their lives as well. 
A journey of six or seven days 
across the mountains in those con- 
ditions was not particularly attrac- 
tive. As I could not get anyone to 
accompany me, I had to give up the 
Plan and alter my route. 
PERPETUAL DREAD. 
Whithersoever I journeyed I found 
the people ground down by crushing 


exactions, terrorized by rebels, ban- 
adits, Federal soldiers and in perpet- 
val dread of what the morrow might 
bring. In the State of Michoacan 
and elsewhere 1 visited manor 
houses on large estates—haciendas 
in the Spanish name—which a few 
years before had been luxuriously 
furnished but having been gutted by 
a succession of bandits they were 
now in an advanced stage of decay. 
They had no baths, hardly any 
furniture, and that of the most prim- 
itive kind. The walls in some of 
the rooms were riddled with bullet 
holes; the roofs let in the rain. And 
the proprietors told me that they 
were afraid to spend a peso in re- 
pairing their homes, lest they should 
be wrecked again. 

Two of these great landed proprie- 
tors were preparing to go into vol- 
untary exile in order to escape worse 
misfortunes than those which had 
already overtaken them. And today 
they are established in FEngtand. 

CLOUD OF DEPRESSION. 
Thus a dense cloud of depression 
overhung the country and paralyzed 
the people. Enterprise was throt- 
tled. No one except the oil com- 
panies would invest money or labor 
in any undertaking, however prom- 
ising, because he could never be sure 
that the fruits of his labor would 
be his to enjoy. Indeed the experi- 
ence of the recent past had taucht 
him to feel that he was working 
for others — for those who neither 
toil nor reap, but merely harvest 
in what they have failed to destroy. 

And not only the products of the 
soil but the land itself was occasion- 
ally taken from its lawful owners 
and given to favorites of the su- 
preme chief. 

I saw several houses which, to- 
gether with fields and orchards. had 
been disposed of in this way and, 1 
was told that the man to whom 
they had been presented, fearing 
lest they should be restored by some 
subsequent government with a con- 
science, had made hot haste to sell 
them. 

While 1 was in the State of 
Jalisco an acquaintance —a Furo- 
pean—told me that he had lost his 
house and land in this way and his 
appeal to the Supreme Court had 
only elicited a confirmation of the 
arbitrary decree. He added, how- 
over—and this is the point of the 
story—that a proposal had recently 
heen made to him to spend 3000 
pesos in bribing a certain individual 
who undertook to* have the tirrevo- 
cable judgement of the Supreme 
Court reversed, 

This justice—the basis of all hu- 
man society — was turned into its op- 
posite by the very men who were 
juetifying their revolution and their 
tenure of power by the necessity of 
establishing it on a solid foundation. 

SEVERE JUDGMENT. 
A severe judgment has deen 


passed upon the Carranza regime by 
the Mexican press of today. They 
describe the late President as a Self- 
centered dictator who violated the 
laws, oppressed the people and was 
responsible to no one. 

Indeed “there were no respénsible 
persons anywhere,” writes one of 
the press organs of the capital. “A 
few of the independent newspapers 
did, it ie true, call loudly for a re- 
turn to morality and integrity in 
public departments and demand 
that the chiefs of the bureaucratic 
gang be called to account for thetr 
misdeeds. But their cries were in 
vain. Nobody was answerable for 
anything. 

“From the minister to the usher 
each one nudged the other and gave 
a look of mutual understanding at 


—

In a word this is 
the first of Mexico's recent revolt- 
tions after which, to use one of 
Obrecon's winged words, it is not 
neces*sry to liberate the nation from 
its liherators.

POPULATION FLED. 

When the news on Thursday of the 
ambushing of a police lorry reached 
Tubbercurry, two-thirds of its $00 
population fled in panic, anticipating 
a speedy reprisal. At about midnight 


and, it is said, including Commission- 
er Russell, arrived in Tubbercurry. 

Accounts of what happened after- 
wards as given to the correspondent 
foliow: 

The lorries stopped in front of a 
public house and, when the occupants 
got out, Commissioner Russell begged 
them not to destroy property, One 
man answered the commissioner with 
an oath, and all the men rushed to- 
ward the saloon. An orgy of drink- 
ing. bottle emashing and wrecking en- 
sued, affer which the men broke up 
into groups and proceeded systemati- 
cally with the werk of destruction. 
With incendiary bombs and petrol 
they set fire to the general store, 
which was destroyed. Two other 
stores were burned and fifteen smaller 
shops and residences were damaged. 
The loss is estimated at about a 
balf million dollars. 

The raiders remained nearly three 
hours. Refugees, crouching in dis- 
tant ntields, aid they witnessed the 
spread of the flames, heard the de- 
tonations of bombs and of fusillades 
of rifle shots and the shout of “come 
out, you — Sinn Feiners.” Among the 
watchers of these events were women 
and children, screaming. 

Those who came in contact with 
the raiders said some of them wore 
long Diack coats and policemen's 
caps; others were dressed in khaki. 

Shortiy before 3 a.m. the men re- 
ees the lorries and were driven 
off. 

At about that time, it was said, 
a neighbor awakened Thomas Mur- 
ricane, manager of the  Ballyara 
Creamery, whose home stands several 
hundred yards from the big co-opera- 
tive plant. Murricane aroused his 
wife and children and a priest who 
was visiting the family and ran to- 
ward the creamery. Hardly had Mrs. 
Marricane hustled the children down- 
stairs when she heard a lorry ap- 
proaching. The next minute several 
bullets tore through the house. one 
of them striking the bed she had just 
left.

Without it today, we would not be 


able to move our surplus farm and manufactured products to the markets 
of the world. Without it, the starving liberated peoples of Europe could 
not have been supplied with food after the armistice was signed. 

“The ships built to help win the war are now to be used in commerce; 
and let us hope that, in competing with other nations for a proper share of 
the trade and freight of the world, they will be employed with the same 
spirit of justice and fairness that prompted us in entering the Great War 


that has resulted in the rehabilitation of 


the American merchant marine.” 


No business man can judge the prospects of his industry without tak- 
ing world market and transportation conditions into account, Mr. Hurley 


declares. 


“For a number of years the Southern cotton grower has understood 
that he must do his planting with due regard for the world’s statistical 
position. Since the first year of the war the farmer, too, has developed an 
interest in such things. He now keeps the Argentine. Indian and Aus- 
tralian wheat figures at his tongue's tip. The same thing is true of the 
more progressive manufacturers. All know that conditions developing 
beyond the nation’s borders may not only alter their prospects for dis- 
posing of surplus production abroad, but may also affect the conditions 
under which the bulk of their production is disposed of in the home mar- 
ket. The day in which any civilized nation could live unto itself has long 


since passed into history. 


“Our large exports, and the implied dependence of other nations upon 
the United States, have been a source of just pride with us for many years; 
but I have often wondered how many of our people realize the extent to 
which our country, in turn, is dependent upon other countries for the actual 


necessities of modern life. 


I do not mean only the tea, coffee, rice, sugar 


and spices that are articles of every-day household use; but rather the 
chromium, iron, nickel, copper, sulphur and manganese ores, and the 
kainit, potash, manure salts, guano and nitrates that are imported each 
year by the tens of thousands, hundreds of thousands, and even millions 
of tons, and the rubber, gutta-percha, vegetable oils, corundum, plumbago, 
hard-woods, dye-woods, hides, wool, buriap, hemp, jute and henequen that 
are also imported in large quantities. During the war almost all of these 
materials were rated ‘essential imports’ and in order to provide for their 
transportation it was necessary to maintain a fleet of some 1100 vessels 
whose aggregate tonnage was half again as great as that of the whole sea- 
going American merchant marine before the war.

No doubt the artificial abun- 
dance of money and credit during the war created an {fllusion of great 
wealth: and as long as it remains possible to turn capital over rapidly,

NOWLEDGE IN JEOPARDY. 

The University of California at Berke 
ley bas 10,500 regular students today, 15,000 
extension service students cared for by its 
numerous local branches and serves 35,000 
farmers through the distribution of infor 
mation through its agricultutal college. It 
had but 3500 students im 1910 and very little 
extension service at all. 

These figures are a wonderful mumtna- 
tion upon the march of education, the desire 
for knowledge, the popular zest for profes- 
sional perfection. The war helped in that 
the military schools gave so many men a 
taste for knowledge who might otherwise 
have remained outside the intellectual pale. 
And yet, if the Twelfth Amendment on the 
ballot should fai] at the November election 
all this vast distribution of effective know}l- 
edge, the basis of progressive civilization, 
will be in jeopardy as far as the noble 
State of California is concerned. For, while 
the student interest has increased by bun 
dreds per cent, the financial facilities have 
only increased by 20 per cent since 1910. 

There is an appalling lack of buildings 
and classrooms at Berkeley and those that 
they have are shamefully overcrowded. It is 
not at all unusual for one professor to ad 
dress u class of 1000 students, half of whom 
must sit upon the floors and window sills. 
whose duties are thus 


who came to Los Angeles to explain the 
urgent need of this Twelfth Amendment, re- 
ceive only $6000—while almost all other 
State universities pay $10,000. This condition 
alone precludes the university from being 
able to secure men of the highest ability end 
distinction, from bringing in the best ua- 
tional talent, and the underpaid and over 
worked condition of the regular professors 
prevents them giving that time to research 
and increased knowledge so essential to 
their best effort. The overcrowded classes 
make it impossible for the students to re 
ceive that personal interest which a smaller 
class makes possible. No wonder there is a 
searcity of young and ambitious professors, 
who find their best efforts stultified and 
the lure of commerce vastly more profitable 
and encouraging. 

When the California University acquires 
distinguished professors they are often 
bribed away by other State colleges who 
offer not only better reward in money, but 
have better equipment, betfer bufldings and 
better conditions. Prof. Gayley himself. 
who has stood stanchly by the ship in the 
face of calls from Princeton and Pennsyl- 
vania, receives but $6000 today after thirty- 
one years’ service, where, as a young man, 
he received $3000—cost of living actually 
making his present reward less than in 
1889. 

The natura] consequence of this poverty- 
stricken condition of our State university 
is that there is no money for new class- 
rooms, new urgently needed buildings, new 
and distinguished teachers. new laborato- 
ries or new equipment, all of which are 
disgracefully inadequate at the present 
time. 


The Twelfth Amendment, which will ap- 
pear on the November ballot, provides for 
an entirely new plan of financing the uni- 
versity. At present it is under the State 
Board of Control, three appointed men, who 
apportion it a pitifully inadequate share of 
the corporation tax which is set aside for 
the maintenance of public institutions—the 
university competing with penitentlaries, 
lunatic asylums and such institutions for 
its wherewithal. Under the new plan a di- 
rect assessment would be made on all as- 
sessed property value at the rate of $1.25 
per $1000, bringing in an estimated four 
million as against a problematical one and 
one-half million now. This plan will also 
enable the regents to look ahead instead of 
pottering along from year to year, and ex- 
empt the university from the undignified 
scramble for its share as now obtains. 

The only alternative would be a charge 
for tuition, which would be against all Call- 
fornia’s best principles of equality of edu- 
cation for rich and poor alike. Many States 
charge from $100 to $300 a year for tuition, 
@ revenue in addition to the tax apportion- 
ment, but at present any and every item 
of precious instruction ie absolutely free at 
our California university. 

Laber unfons, steeped in the old tradition 
that colleges were for an intellectual aris 
tocracy and therefore should not be sup- 
ported by them, are coming to appreciate 
that labor in every field depends ultimately 
upon the science, art, research, experiments 
and acquired knowledge of the college labo- 
ratories. Raflroads cannot be built without 
the expert engineer, whose basic knowledge 
was revealed by universities. Houses can- 
not be built without that scientific knowl- 
edge upon which the carpenter and brick- 
layer finally work. Moreover, the sons of 
laborers in the present generation are flock - 
ing to the colleges and 61 per cent of the 
men at the University of California today 
are “working their way” through. 


EFLECTS PROSPERITY. 

Recently The Times published a fun- 
page advertisement showing the industrial, 
financial, agricultural and political condi- 
tions throughout the country as they ap 
pear to 900 field representatives of a large 
eastern fidelity company. This survey is 
particularly interesting to the Pacific Coast 
as it indicates that, while the country gen- 
erally is prosperous, this section is ahead 
of the rest In some respects. Building op- 
erations are shown to be increasing on the 
Pacific Coast, despite an increased cost of 
labor over 1919. This is evident in Los

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COTTISH REVOLTS. 

The Scottish Communist outbreak 
seems to have been a flivver; but there is 
another kind of revolt under way which is 
declared to de growing in strength—it is 


the rebellion against whisky. Those who 


want a wee drappie and the ones who don't 
wish it quite so wee are putting up a vis 
Orous fight for their liquor, but they are 
said to have arrayed against them the pow- 
erful vote of the women, who have found 
an ally in the Socialist party north of the 
Tweed. 

Women are numerous fn Scotland and 
the majority of them are counted on the 
dry side, the workers for which are confi- 
dent that their votes will overwhelm those 
of the shipworkers, railroad men and em- 
ployees of large industrial concerns who 
are faithfully standing by the distilleries. 


One curious thing about this whisky “re 
volt“ in Scotland ig that the wets com- 
plain that it is being run from the United 
States. They say that America is not con- 
tent to try to have a finger in the Irish pie, 
but wants to dictate whether or not Scot- 
land shall drink whisky. That is merely 
frothy talk indulged im by the wets as they 
blow their pewter mugs in the public houses, 
which is the Scottish name for what Amer- 
icans used to call saloons. 


Glasgow, a stronghold of the wets and 
yet claiming a considerable number of drys, 
insists that W. E. (“Pussyfoot"”) Johnson, 
the American prohibition leader—some 
Scots call him agitator—is conducting the 
fight from this side of the water. They 
have quite a liking for “Pussyfoot” because 
of his plucky behavior during the trouble 
in England which resulted in the loss of one 
of his eyes; but that does not blind them 
to the fact that he is a dangerous foe to 
whisky. If Scotland goes dry the beer 
barons of England will tremble. 


NOTHER “OLIGARCHY.” 

While Gov. Coz is waxing so virtuously 
indignant about Senate oligarchies it is a 
wonder that he doesn't pause to shed «a 
tear for poor, despot-ridden France. The 
Senate of that cougtry, in collusion with the 
Chamber of Deputies, actually elected a 
President last week. Just think of it! The 
French Congress met and selected one of 
its members to preside over the destinies 
of the French republic. The electors had 
nothing at all to say about fit. One Prest- 
dent sent hig resignation to the Senate, 
giving as his reason, My state of health 
no longer permits me to assume the high 
functions with which your confidence in- 
vested me,” and another was promptly 
selected. 

There was no cavil nor unnecessary de 
lay. The resignation was accepted and, 
within forty-eight hours, a new President 
had been named. The choice fell tpon M. 
Millerand, at the time Premier of France. 
The power of the Senate oligarchy was gu- 
preme; but there doesn't seem to have 
been any attempt at revolution on the part 
of the French people. Public opinion seems 
to agree that the French Congress made an 
excellent selection. M. Clemenceau, the 
great war Premier, has expressed the opin- 
fon that the, choice fell upon the one man 
in France fitted for the job. 

President Millerand has already shown 
himself to be servile to that Congress “oll- 
garchy.” He is also under suspicion of 
seeking to aid the campaign of Senator 
Harding for the Presidency in this country. 
in an address outlining his policies he said: 

The essential guarantee of liberty is 

a division of powers within the govern- 

ment. Each department should be in- 

dependent in its own sphere and should 
not impinge on the territory of another. 

Tyranny may be defined as a union of 

all powers under one head, whether 

it be a person or an assembly. 

That extract might easily be mistaken 
for a part of an address by Senator Har- 
ding. M is wholly at variance with the 
platform utterances of Gov. Cox. After the 
founding of the French republic of 1848 a 
general election was held to select a Prest- 
dent. The choice fell upon Louis Napo- 
Before he had been long in office a 
coup @’etat made him constitutional mon- 
arch. When the Third Republic was found- 
ed the new constitution provided for the 
election of a President at à joint session 
of the two chambers of the French Con- 
gress. That procedure has been followed 
ever since. President Millerand has advo. 
cated a change in the constitution, how- 
ever, which will enlarge the Electoral Col- 
lege. He is of the opinion that it is a mis-

In his first address to the French people 
after election he said: 

Serious reasons rule out the election 
of a Fresident by universal suffrage, 
but between that method and the meth- 
od of today there is something to be 
bridged, in my opinion, by greatly en- 
larging the Electoral College. 

Ever since the coup d'etat under the Bec 
ond Republic the French people have feared 
to elect a President by universal suffrage, 
lest a second man on horseback sball use 
the army to reestablish a constitutional 
monarchy. There have been ad number of 


ing attention to the Presidential oligarchy 
established in this country during the war. 
They hold that a one-man government is 
But they laugh at the suggestion 
that a parliamentary oligarchy can be 
formed that would menace individual lib 
erty.

Thousands of city youngsters 
must rely on displays like that now being 
given here in orfler to get more than a book 
knowledge of animals which supply so much 
of the food, clothing and other requisites. 
By attending a livestock show they can

PROVINCIAL VAMPING. 


DWAN DEAIS BRISKLY WITH 
DOMESTIC DISASTERS. 


By Edwin Schaliert. 

What a lot of trouble a vamp 
with big time ideas can make in a 
amall town social world! One 
languorous Lorelei with a Uitins 
dove song can drown out al! the 
plaintive vpices of the village maids 
in chorus, and cause the shiningest 
provincial swain to lose his felicitous 
home and his best girl, plus the 
familly honor and his reputation. 

It is with such a Lorelei and such 
a reign of terror that the plot of 
“In the Heart of a Fool,” at the 
Kinema Theater has to do. It is 
one of the best little village shockers 
that has come out of Kansas. 
William Allen White is the origina! 
dynamo from which the current 
springs, while Allan Dwan is the 
transformer, who has reduced the 
ulce to the proper screen amperage. 
And this all goes to prove that Mr. 
Dwan is just as good an electrical 
engineer as he ever was, even if he 
is becoming a fine picture director 
every flash. 

For a time one feels the need of 
an obstetrical calendar to keep track 
of the children that are to be born 
during “In the Heart of a Fool.“ 
The story furnishes 4 tangle of lives 
und destinies, besides which the

knots. But as a whole—and here 
is the paradox of this feature—the 
result has a neat, human quality. 

There is, however, one very doubt- 
ful subterfuge and that is where 
the mother of the youth assumes the 
responsibility for his and the Lore- 
Hes affair of desert-love.
